New York, Oct. 17.—Eight 
lives 


•were lost in a three story frame dou- 
ble tenement house at 45 Hester street 
early this morning.

Mrs. Ssarah Fass, aged 36, 
Lena Fass, aged 9, 
Morris Fass, age 2, 
Samuel Fass, 
Mrs. Rose Lewis, age 90, 
Mender Strauss, age 8, 
Samuel Strauss, age 22, 
Mrs. Anna Horowitz, age 46, 
The house was a ramshackle affair 


• and a regular 
fire'trap.' 


At two o'clock this morning the jan- 


itor was awakened by the crackling ot 
flames in the hall-way and after get- 
ting his wife and daughter out safely 
turned .in an alarm, but the building 
by this time was burning like tinder. 
Tass kept a meat shop on the first floor 
And lived in the second. 


When the police arrived he stood in 


the window In the smoke and yelled, 
"get ready to catch the children." 
After tossing one out to the arms of 
' a policeman he atempted to return 
lor the balance of the family, but was 
cut off by the flames and was obliged 
to drop to safety himself. 


Mrs. Horowitz was seen approaching 


"the window in her night robe .when a 


"burst of flames surrounded her and 
she fell amid horrible shrieking. 


Many heroic'rescues were ma.de by 


the firemen and policemen. 
It is be 


lieved that the fire was of incendiary 
origin.

tion Very Critical. 


London, Oct. 17.—Late advices from 


Stockholm announce the serious ill 
ness of King Oscar. 
So grave is his 


condition that the crown Prince Gus 
tavus has assumed the reigns of the 
government as regent. 


The king's ailment is inflammation 


of the lungs and pectoral 
catarrh 


The monarch's advanced age, 71. years 
gives ground for deep anxiety, espec- 
ially since his general health has been 
failing for some time. 


The Crown Prince Gustavus is 41 


years old, and is perhaps is rather 
more loved in Sweden, where he was 
the, first of his line to receive the cor 
dial support of the Swedish 
aristoc 


racy, than he is in Norway, 
where, 


rightly or wrongly, he is held not 
overmuch in favor. 


He is, however, the peoples' national 


Ideal, and in 18.99 when his father 
broke down in health, the

, prince was elected regent in his stead. 
He has not his father's taste in art, 
•science and literature, but is rather a 
man of action and a firm believer in 
Emperor William. 
Like his father, 


the crown prince is unusually tall.

Overpowered by .FllJplnos on Luaou and

He 
was in a fight near Cordova, and was, 
with three others, wounded and cap- 
tured. He made, a dash for liberty, but 
later fell into the hands of ladrones, 
who tortured him and burned him to 
death. The president of the town of 
San Miguel and others concerned in 
the torture of O'Hearn have been ar- 
rested, and will be tried by military 
court for murder.

Operators Have Acceded to 


All the Demands of 


Strikers. 


BEGIN WORK AT ONCE 


The Agreement Means That 


Peace Again Reigns In the 


Anthracite Region, 


SYMPATHY 
STRIKE 
IS 
OFF 


Philadelphia, Pa,. Oct. 17.—The op- 


erators' conference at the Reading 
Terminal has acceeded to all the de- 
mands of the miners and the strike 
will now be declared off. 


At one o'clock this5 afternoon It 


was semi-offlcially stated that the coal 
strike was settled. 
Later the Phil- 


adelphia & Reading Company issued a 
statement giving notice that It will 
suspend the sliding scale and pay ten 
per cent, advance on September wages 
until April 1st, 1900, and will take up 
with the. mine employes any griev- 
ances they may have. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 17.—The absence 


of any. response from the coal opera- 
tors favorable to the acceptance of the 
terms agreed upon by the miners 
last Saturday has given rise to a story 
that the United 
Mine 
Workers of 


America have in view a move that 
would greatly complicate the struggle, 
and possibly would involve thousands 
of men in addition to those who are 
now idle in the anthracite region. 


For Sympathetic Strikes. 


The plan, it is said, is to call for 


active assistance in the form of sym- 
jathetic strikes by members of other 
abor organizations, notably the Amer- 
can Federation of Labor, which em- 
jraces unions in almost every trade. 


Since the strike began President 


Samuel Gompers of the federation has 
•epeatedly expressed himself as being 
n warm sympathy with the striking 
coal miners. 
At the miner's con- 


vention in Scranton a mesage from 
Mr. Gompers was read in .which the 
moral support of his organization was 
tendered. 


Doubt as to Gompers.

miners' union will be able to call into 
service any more practical aid can 
only be conjectured.

THE 
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MEXICAN GIRL IS 


KEPT IN A CAVE 


REVENGE OF BRAVOS FOR DE- 


FENDING A YOUNG WOMAN. 


Affray Between Her Admirers Results 


In the Loss of Three Lives—Spirited 
Away By Survivor—Five Men Killed 
In Battles. Between Her Captors and 
Rescuers. 


El'Paso, Tex., Oct. 17.—George Be- 


verage, owner of the Dolores mines in 
the state of Chihuauna, arrived here 
today and 'related a sensational story 
of a series of tragical events that had 
occurred at the camps of his company 
during the last month. 


The story thoroughly illustrates the 


treacherous and avenging nature that 
follows the flow of native- Mexican 
blood, and pictures a. beautiful young 
girl three times the prisoner of un- 
sought lovers in a cold, damp cave In 
the Sierra Madre mountains. 


The first chapter of the story has 


for its scene a ballroom at the resi- 
dence of a nearby ranchman. 


Maria Teran, the young 
woman 


•whose release from the cave prison 
•was secured last Wednesday, attended 
the dance with a young Spaniard for 
"whom she had shown admiration. 


At the dance she was met almost at 


once by three unsought lovers of the 
common class. 
When she resented 


their attentions a difficulty arose, and 
her former Iqver, two of his assailants 
and a bystander were 
stabbed to 


death. 


Carried' the Girl Away. 


Seizing the fainting young girl in 


his arms the remaining lover rushed 
from the adobe house and disappeared 
in the darkness. 
The country was 


searched and no trace of them found 
for two weeks. At length it was learn- 
ed by a few that Jose Alarcon, her 
keeper, had the girl imprisoned in an 
old mine five miles from the mines. 
This discovery was made by three 
ruffians and they arranged to rescue 
her. 
When they approached the cave 


Alarcon offered flght, and a desperate 
battle ensued. 
Alarcon was killed 


after he had slain two of his assailants 
and the girl was not yet found. 


The remaining man went into the 


cave and found the young woman 
pale with distress. 
Instead of re- 


leasing her he assumed the position of 
a new keeper and for three days tor- 
mented her with his attentions. 
An- 


other rescuing party of two hunters 
were inspecting the cave a week later, 
and in the flght which followed both, 
as well as the keeper, were killed. A 
brother of one of the first pretended 
rescuers 
while searching for 
his 


brother found the cave 
while 
the 


bodies of the last slain were yet warm, 
and going into the natural dungeon, 
found the girl and brought her to the 
mining camp. 


More Dead Than Alive. 


This was last Wednesday. 
When 


restored to her father the girl was 
inore dead than alive, and refused to 
see any of her old acquaintances, and 
a naw feud arose. 
An employe of the 


Dolores mines in defending the girl it 
seems offended two men who had1* at- 
tempted to call on Miss Teran. He 
was assaulted for criticising the ac- 


, tion of the men and the story was con- 


tinued. 


Wednesday, at noon, "when the min- 


ers were at lunch, the two offended 
greasers, armed with revolvers, fell 
upon their enemy, and in the sight of 
a score of miners and within a block 
of the mines literally cut his body into 
shreds. 
Cutting his heart out, they 


placed it on a stake and shouted the 
native "grito" and fled over the moun- 
tains. 
When Mr. Beverage left the 


mines Thursday Miss Teran was more 
dead than alive, and doubts were en 
tertained for her recovery. 
All the 


men interested in the different 
as 


saults lived under ^ the worst reputa 
tion, and the first who imprisoned 
Miss Teran had been known to kil 
eight men at the mines for trivial of 
fenees.
